“In 2008, the Government’s own fig¬ 
ures say we gave £6.6bn to Brussels in 
cash - about £18 million a day. 


‘When you think of the iconic impor¬ 
tance of the Port of Dover to this 
country, it’s silly to say we can’t find 
£500m when we’re throwing so much 
money away on Europe.” 

Labour’s Gwyn Prosser has been a 
long-term opponent of privatisation, 
while Tory Charlie Elphicke says the 
port is vital to the nation’s security. 

The RMT union says it could mean 
redundancies and bring in unreliable 
shipping companies. 

And Liberal Democrat John Brig- 
den said it was a crucial public asset. 

However, Dover District Council 
leader Paul Watkins said the authority

Ronald Fowles, 58, denies saying 
there was a bomb on board Emirates 
flight EK004 to Dubai when staff chal¬ 
lenged him about his alleged drunken 
behaviour while the Boeing 777 was 
taxiing at Heathrow on Januaiy 8. 

He will go on trial on April 4 next 
year at Southwark Crown Court in 
London and will appear alongside 
Alexander McGinn, 49, who denies 
being drunk on the same aircraft. 

Fowles, of Edred Road, denied 
communicating false information with 
intent when he appeared in court on 
Friday. 

Fowles and McGinn, of Evison Close, 
Dover, both denied being drunk on an 
aircraft. They were granted bail.

French veto boat rescue bid 


FRENCH pen-pushers said ‘Non!’ to 
the Dunkirk spirit as an audacious 
plan to pluck stranded Brits from 
Calais was halted due to fears of asy¬ 
lum-seekers boarding rescue boats. 

Just 25 people came back to Dover 
thanks to the plan masterminded by 
TV presenter Dan Snow, but he was 
aiming to bring back thousands in a 
Little Ships-style armada. 

The ‘Dunkirk-style’ evacuation to 
bring back holidaymakers stranded 
in France was halted by officials who 
feared illegal immigrants would 
smuggle themselves on board. 


As the first five boats set to depart, 
French gendarmes swooped and 
made passengers disembark. 

After a search of the vessels, they 
were allowed to head for home - but 
only on the undertaking that the res¬ 
cue team not return. 

Mr Snow and his team had been 
planning to ferry people back to 
Dover throughout Sunday. 

The historian said the idea came 
about after his friend’s wife was 
stranded as airspace across Europe 
was closed following the Icelandic 
volcanic-ash alert. 


He said it was also inspired by a 
recent BBC project marking the 70th 
anniversary of the Dunkirk evacua¬ 
tion.

Artist calls for 
hilltop Invicta

PLANS for a giant Invicta white 
horse on the hills between Dover 
and Folkestone have been put 
forward by an east Kent artist 
and sculptor. 

Ian Morrison, from Wingham, wants a 
Spirit Of The South to rival the Angel Of 
The North as a tourist attraction. 

He says the hills are the perfect location for 
the 100ft-tall statue as it would be visible to 
visitors arriving in the UK by sea and he 
wants it up in time for the London Olympics 
in 2010. Kent County Council says it is con¬ 
sidering the proposal. 

“It started when I saw the design for the 
horse sculpture near Ebbsfleet, which has 
been agreed upon,” said Mr Morrison. 

“I was angry, really. That’s not a Kentish 
horse. The Invicta emblem is a stallion, it’s on 
its hind legs and it’s white, not a sort of 
brownish-white. So I made a carving of what 
I considered to be a true Kentish horse and 
showed it to fnends.” 

The idea has gained support and Mr 
Morrison has spoken to local authorities and 
environmental groups. 

He has also approached Kent County 
Council with his proposal and says he has 
received encouraging responses. 

He has also contacted Dover District 
Council and the National Trust. 

“The north has Antony Gormle/s Angel 
and other counties have carvings in the hill¬ 
side - but what Kent has is unique. 

“The white horse was a cap badge of the 
Royal West Kent Regiment and I remember 
the soldiers wearing it with pride.

“It’s been the badge of the fire service, the 
police, KCC itself and many companies and 
businesses.” 

About £2 million is the estimated cost of 
the steel structure, which Mr Morrison says 
would last for at least two centuries. 

He is proposing to collect funds by inscrib¬ 
ing the names of backers on the mane and 
tail - with large donors having their details 
printed on the hooves. 

“That way everyone who contributed would 
be recognised,” said Mr Morrison. “I realise 
the money will have to be raised this way as 
there will be no public funds made available.” 

Alex King, Kent County Council’s deputy 
leader, said: “It’s an exciting idea and would 
be great for Kent. 

“Although KCC cannot invest substantial 
public funds in such a project, we will do all 
we can to help Mr Morrison.”

BORDER Control officers based in Kent 
helped seize illegal drugs valued at more 
than £237 million in just one year. 

They also helped prevent 27,000 weapons 
from reaching the streets, as well as 557 mil¬ 
lion smuggled cigarettes, representing a loss 
in tax revenue of £109m.

Details of the incident, which happened in 
March, have just come to light in the force’s 
monthly report. 

The elderly woman was cared for by officers 
until the pair returned four hours later. 

Injured climber in airlift 

A CLIMBER who lives near Dover was airlift¬ 
ed to hospital after falling 25ft from a rock 
face while on a trip to the Peak District. 

The 48-year-old man, from East Langdon, 
suffered injuries to his back and pelvis in the 
accident at Stanage Edge, near Hathersage, 
Derbyshire. 

Fifteen members of the Buxton and Edale 
rescue teams took part in the operation, on 
Friday, April 9. 

The man was carried down from the hills 
and taken by air-ambulance to hospital.

I am married to Karen, who shares this min¬ 
istry, and we have two children. I have a BA in 
religious studies from Kent University and a 
degree in theology from London University. I 
have written two books published by The 
Salvation Army: The Sacraments And The 
Bible and The Rapture. 


How did you become involved in Tbe Salvation Army? 


A My parents were officers - as were their 
parents - so being involved came natural¬ 
ly. There comes a time when one has to make 
decisions regarding their own life and it was 
clear that God wanted me to serve by being a 
full-time minister within this church. 

I thoroughly enjoy my work, which began in 
1998 as I went into training in London, prior 
to being appointed at Swanage, Dorset, in 
2000 and then to Hythe since 2003. Previously 
I was a multimedia presentations designer for 
a software firm in Canterbury. 


Wbat is it you do witbin tbe organisation? 

I have a dual role. Firstly, I am a church 
, pastor, a minister to our congregation, to

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Lifeboat recruit is back 
on board after 20 years

NEW RNLI crewman Jack Gimber 
is following his father Mick in join¬ 
ing the Dover lifeboat crew 

However, Jack, 20, is no stranger to lifeboats 
- as a baby he was Christened aboard Dover’s 
previous vessel, with the bell used as the font. 

He doesn’t remember his baptism in 1990 
aboard RNLB Rotary Service, but he is already 
settling in at the lifeboat station learning the 
skills needed to be a competent crew-member. 

His father Mick works for P&O and joined 
the lifeboat crew in 1987 after hearing and see¬ 
ing stories of the Herald Of Free Enterprise 
tragedy. He decided that he wanted to do some¬ 
thing useful to assist those in trouble at sea. 

He gave more than 15 years of service, during 
which time he rose to become the lifeboat’s 
Second Mechanic. 

Mick has many memories from rescue inci¬ 
dents, but two stand out from the rest. 

The first was taking the current Dover 
lifeboat RNLB City of London II up to London 
for the vessel to be visited by people from the 
City who had raised much of the money to fund 
it - before meeting politician John Prescott. 

The second was when the Dover crew was 
invited to escort the flotilla of Dunkirk Little 
Ships to France and represent the RNLI at the 
60th anniversary of the Dunkirk evacuation.

Mick said: “I’m extremely proud that Jack has 
chosen to follow in my footsteps. 

“He has learned a lot and, whether he serves 
for one year or 20, he will never forget the pride 
and crew camaraderie of being part of a close- 
knit team helping people in need.” 

Jack said: “Joining the lifeboat crew is some¬ 
thing that I’ve wanted to do since I was young. 

Growing up, hearing the stories of rescues, I 
was always proud that Dad was helping people 
and now I hope that I can do my bit.” 



War memorial gets 
beer-festival boost 

A CHEQUE for £500 has been present¬ 
ed to the Dover War Memorial Project by 
local members of real-ale group CAMRA. 

The project aims to bring together the 
names of all residents of the town who 
have died as a result of conflict. 

As more people are identified, new

WINNER 
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Solitary symbols of Marsh life 


IBYMARIJKECOX 


THEY once dominated the 
marshes, a symbol of a thriving 
sheep-farming industry and shel¬ 
ter for the men who tended the 
flocks. 

But some 200 years later, all that remains 
of the 350 lookers’ huts in Romney Marsh are 
16 rundown buildings, left to ruin since the 
agricultural heyday of the 1800s. 

The shepherds who stayed in them were 
known as lookers, who watched over the 
masses of Romney sheep owned by absentee 
landlords. 

Travelling long distances and needing to be 
close to the flocks at pasture meant being 
away from home, so they would take shelter 
in the small buildings dotted across the 
marshes. 

But after the Second World War, much of 
the land was ploughed and the large flocks 
never returned, with the huts falling into 
ruin as fewer lookers were needed. 

To capture the history of the lookers’ lonely 
life, photographer Nigel P Crick, from 
Littlestone, has released a book of photo¬ 
graphs showing the last remaining huts. 

He said: “I was touring the marshes and I 
came across one of them and thought how 
interesting it was. 

“I found out what it was and did a bit of 
homework to try and And some others, and it 
went from there. The/re all very different 
and quirky in their own way, and exclusive to 
Kent and East Sussex. 

“There are similar buildings for the same 
purpose in Wales, but lookers and the huts of 
this kind were unique to this area.” 

The buildings were usually built of brick, 
with a chimney at one end and a pitched 
Kent peg-tile roof 

Most were about ten feet square, big

enough for a sleeping area and hearth for the 
looker, plus storage for tools. Sick sheep 
would sometimes also be kept there to recov¬ 
er. Mr Crick, who has settled on Romney 
Marsh with his wife and daughter, said: “It 
would be a temporary shelter for the lookers. 

“It was often too far for them to travel 
home each day, so they would need some¬ 
where to stay. 

“It was a lonely life, but these huts would 
provide a place for them to sleep and eat.” 

Mr Crick, who runs Gallery Twenty One on 
Romney Marsh, wanted to photograph the 
huts before they became derelict. 

Some remain standing, with their roofs 
and chimneys intact, while others are little 
more than piles of bricks. 

“Each one is unique,” he said. ‘When I first 
came across one two or three years ago I 
didn’t know what it was, but I wanted to And 
out more. 

“After some research I realised there were 
others and I wanted to make a record of 
them. I hope people will And the pictures as 
interesting as I do.”

Disgust as Southern Water 
pumps sewage into rivers 


VILLAGERS have voiced their disgust at 
living in what they describe as “Third World” 
conditions after sewage was pumped into 
east Kent rivers. 

Southern Water has been releasing raw 
sewage into the Nailboume and the Little 
Stour at Bishopsbourne, Patrixbourne, 
Bekesboume and Littleboume. 

This began after sewage came up plug¬ 
holes and toilets in some of the villages. 

A Patrixbourne resident, who lives close to 
the river, said: “In this day and age some¬ 
thing should be done. I don’t want to live in a 
Third World country with raw sewage float¬ 
ing by. 

“It’s such a shame because the river came 
back on March 18 and there were people 
down here walking along it, appreciating 
how beautiful it looks. 

“There were people and dogs playing in it 
and then, a few days later, sewage was being 
pumped into it.” 

There have been reports of dogs and child¬ 
ren who played by the river having upset 
stomachs. Warning notices have been put up, 
but there are long stretches with no signs. 

Some homeowners were unaware of the 
sewage passing their back gardens. 

The Nailboume runs only when the water 
table is high enough. In 2000 it burst its 
banks and some homes were flooded. 

Canterbury councillor Tony Austin, 
chairman of the Little Stour and Nailboume 
River Management Group, said: ‘We met 
Southern Water after the big floods and they 
said they were going to sort out the sewer. 

“Unfortunately, not a lot has happened.

The group is not happy. We pay our water 
bills and deserve better.” 

A spokesman for Southern Water said: 
“After the serious flooding in 2001, we carried 
out comprehensive sewer-relining works. 

“This winter, the Nailboume catchment 
has received over 258 per cent of its seasonal 
average rainfall. If the water table is too 
high, water can get into our system through 
pipe joints on both the public and private 
sewers and drains. 

“If we did not remove this, wastewater 
could overflow from manholes in roads, 
gardens, public places and even in homes. 

“Pumping into the river is the last resort 
and only carried out in discussion with the 
Environment Agency.” 

Southern Water said the sewage was dilut¬ 
ed and screened and people faced no 
increased health risks if they took “normal 
basic hygiene precautions”.

Table-topping food

PENT Valley Technology College in 
Folkestone has been chosen as one of 20 
flagship schools to be recognised national¬ 
ly for food quality and education. 

Taking up the challenge laid down by 
Jamie Oliver’s school-dinners campaign, 
the Food For Life Partnership, which runs 
the scheme, has been funded by the 
Lotteiy since 2007 to help transform food 
culture in schools. 

The partnership will help Pent Valley 
put more fresh, local and organic food on 
the menu and get pupils, parents and 
community groups cooking, growing food 
and visiting farms and businesses. 

The school will aim to achieve a Gold 
Mark, which will put it at the top of the 
table on food culture. Its catering team 
will get help obtaining at least 75 per cent 
fresh, 50 per cent local and 30 per cent 
organic ingredients for school meals. 

For one week it will host the Food For 
Life Partnership cooking bus and a 
garden-education officer will help the 
school develop an organic growing area. 

Holidcqi arts camp 

PUPILS from across Shepway took part 
in an Easter-holiday arts camp to learn 
about dance, drama, singing and acting. 

The workshops were used to create a 
performance piece or display and record¬ 
ed using photos, podcasts and scrap¬ 
books. 

The children also visited Tate Modern 
in London before sharing what they had 
learnt with friends and family in the 
theatre at Brockhill Park Performing 
Arts College, where the camp was held. 

The students then received bronze art 
awards, becoming the first in the district 
to do so. The event was organised by 
Shepwa/s Extended Schools Team. 


BOYS at Brockhill Park Perform¬ 
ing Arts College are leading the 
way in contemporary dance and 
changing the school’s culture in 
the process, according to its vice¬ 
principal. 

Jackie Mortimer said a previous head¬ 
teacher 12 years ago had seen the potential for 
establishing a dedicated dance department 
and the results were beginning to show. 

“Our head at the time was very supportive 
of wanting dance to move out of the PE area 
and become a department within its own 
right,” she said. “This changing point ensured 
all boys took part in dance.” 

She said male students quickly grasped the 
concepts of learning by doing what suited 
them and within just two years a group of 
influential boys formed their own dance com¬ 
pany called Male Order, which built a fan base 
and made it ‘cool’ to be a dancer. 

Ms Mortimer said: “Boys are naturals at 
dance. They are physically stronger than girls 
and with the right environment and the right 
teacher they excel. 

“Dance is also an excellent environment for 
encouragement and praise, which is also par¬ 
ticularly helpful when teaching boys and rais¬ 
ing their self-esteem and achievement.” 

Dance at Brockhill is well known for being 
physical, rigorous and hard work. 

A-level students regularly spend up to 20 
hours a week rehearsing, often in their own 
time. This gives the boys a clear structure and 
fosters teamwork and commitment, with 


younger students inspired by the older boys. 

This has culminated in plenty of dance suc¬ 
cess for Brockhill, with former students Kai 
Downham and Matt Rees on a national tour 
with the Ballet Boyz and receiving excellent 
reviews. The Saltwood school is the only one to 
have two boys in the company. Founded by 
Michael Nunn and William Trevitt after they 
left the Royal Ballet, the company quickly 
became a dance phenomenon. 

The newly-recruited second generation of 
Ballet Boyz, of which Kai and Matt are part, is 
getting a fast-track apprenticeship. 


Its first touring programme. The Talent, 
showcases challenging and daring work and is 
coupled with an education programme that 
the Ballet Boyz themselves deliver. 

Ms Mortimer said she was delighted with 
her past students’ success and said this year’s 
class was also flying the flag for boys’ dance. 

Danny Baker and Sam Harbour in year 13 
are national finalists in the Young Creatives 
Choreographic Competition and have just 
performed at the Royal Opera House. 

This is the same competition in which Kai 
and Matt were spotted for the Ballet Boyz.

• ContactPoint: an index locating 
every child, accessible to more than 
400,000 people. 

• National ANPR Data Centre: 
recording every British car journey. 

• Vetting and barring: 
controlling employment and 


volunteering by millions 

• E-borders: detailed information 
on travellers passed around 
Government departments 

• DNA database: another (largely 
ineffective) record just in case 
someone might do something 
wrong. 

• Communication monitoring: 
records kept of telephone and 
internet use. 

There is and will be more.

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Price worries lead 
to organic slump 


Malaria fear as tropical 
mosquitoes stow aifliay

KENT’S organic farmers have backed 
the findings of a new report showing a 
rapid decline in the demand for the food 
products. 

As the effects of the recession continue 
to bite, a report found sales of organic 
food, drink and other products slumped 
by almost 13 per cent last year. 

Producers are finding consumers are 
shying away from organically-grown 
products such as vegetables because 
they tend to be more expensive. 

With all the belt-tightening going on, 
organic farmers in Kent are feeling those 
effects, too. 

Alan Brockman helps run Perry Court 
Farm in Petham, near Canterbury. He 
said the farm used to supply a couple of 
dozen restaurants in the region but 
many had gone out of business. 

Mr Brockman, a partner in the 
company, said: “We have had very 
difficult times because we have had a lot 
of bad debts. 

“That hasn’t helped at all. It’s all part 
of this recession. You need pretty good 
credit ratings to survive these days. We 
have had to contract quite a lot.” 

Gferry Minister has run Luddesdown 
Organic Farm since 1986 and was one of 
the movement’s pioneers. 

He said: “People do think organic foods 
are more expensive, and at one time they 
were. 

“But these days there is very little 
between them, so cost really is not that 
big an issue these days. 

“However, it is true that the price does 
appear very different by the time the 
products reach the supermarket shelves. 

“If people came to our farm shop they’d 
find the prices are almost the same.” 


MOSQUITOES found in the Kent 
marshes could help spread an 
outbreak of malaria when holiday¬ 
makers unknowingly bring para¬ 
sites home from the tropics. 

Although experts say the risk is low, a 
groundbreaking study, one of the first since 
malaria was eradicated from the UK in the 
1950s, is being undertaken to create control 
strategies against potentially dangerous 
mosquitoes. 

Dr Yvonne-Marie Linton, a biomedical 
researcher from The Natural History Museum, 
has been working at Cliffe Marshes on the Hoo 
peninsula north of Rochester, where a specific 
type of the insect is found. 

Known as Anopheles daciae, it is one of 70 of 
the 3,525 species capable of transmitting 
malaria. 

After the Second World War, this species 
caused the spread of the disease within schools 
in the county it they bit homebound soldiers 
who were carrying the malarial parasite. 

Dr Linton said her study would assess their 
biology. “By knowing the enemy and where they 
breed, targeted mosquito-control strategies can 
be deployed against only those potentially 
dangerous mosquitoes,” she said.

Malaria, which affects some 500 million 
people worldwide each year and kills two 
million, was eliminated completely from the 
UK after the World Health Organisation 
launched the Global Malaria Eradication 
Programme in 1955. 

In Africa, however, the disease remains a 
massive problem, with one child dying from it 
every 30 seconds. 

It is spread by Anopheles mosquitoes - such 
as those that have been found in Kent - 
carrying the plasmodium parasite. 

In the UK, malaria died out in the 1950s, but 
the growth of global travel means cases are 
now becoming more common. 

Dr Linton said: “Possible routes of 
reintroduction into the UK include travellers 


returning with malaria and stowaway 
mosquitoes. 

“As well as our own discovery of Anopheles, 
another new species has recently been 
discovered in southern England by other 
researchers and this means we are not clear on 
the distribution on our shores. 

“This in part is due to the notion that since we 
no longer have malaria here we do not need to 
worry about our mosquitoes in the UK. 

“Given that mosquitoes can potentially 
spread other diseases, such as dengue and West 
Nile virus, we still need to be vigilant and 
create a plan of action should these diseases 
become a problem in the future.” 

Dr Linton said that by carrying out the study, 
potentially dangerous mosquitoes could be 
stopped by using DNA samples to target the 
Anopheles capable of carrying malaria. 

It means the malaria transmission cycle can 
be broken, lessening the risk of a spread of the 
disease. 

A study by the Health Protection Agency 
found more than 6,000 cases of the most 
dangerous form - falciparum malaria - in the 
UK between 2002 and 2006, which was blamed 
on people returning from tropical countries. 

Although treatable by several different 
medicines in the UK, for poorer countries, 
funding is not available for drugs and 
preventative measures against the disease. 

Symptoms of malaria include headaches, 
high temperatures, diarrhoea and muscle pain.

GOOD battles evil for the human 
soul in The Strange Case of Dr 
Jekyll and Mr Hyde. 

European Arts Company presents an excit¬ 
ing new version of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
classic story, which sees an amiable doctor 
take his experiments too far. Set in Victorian 
London, the tale finds out what happens when 
Dr Jekyll succeeds in separating his better self 
from has dark half, unleashing a monster in 
the form of the abominable Mr Hyde. 

The show boasts a connection to a real-life 
horror - the horrific Whitechapel murders 
that terrified London in 1888. When American 
actor Richard Mansfield staged the first the¬ 
atrical adaptation of the story in London that 
summer, his production was to be short-lived. 
Audiences were horrified by the play and spot¬ 
ted parallels with the dreadful murders, lead¬ 
ing to Mansfield being questioned as a Jack 
the Ripper suspect. 

When the idea that a doctor could be respon¬ 
sible for the crimes began to circulate, people 
could see the similarities between fact and fic¬ 
tion. Although he was not prosecuted for the 
crimes, Mansfield’s ordeal and a public debate 
over the violence of his billboard poster led to 
the show being shut down. 

European Arts Company takes the Ripper 
connection as its starting point and sets the 
action in the notorious Ten Bells pub in 
Whitechapel, the only known connection 
between the victims. 

Formed in 2002, European Arts Company is 
based at the Hazlitt Theatre in Maidstone. 
Over the years it has undertaken a number of 
domestic and foreign tours, producing shows 
such as The Pickwick Papers and Chekhov’s 
Shorts. The latest production was chosen not 
only because of its gripping plotline, but also 
the complex and timeless issues that the story 
explores. 

The company staged a production of The 
Picture of Dorian Gray two years ago, a dark 
story that explores psychology, personality and 
sexuality, as well as being a timelessly grip¬ 
ping horror story. Set in much the same world. 
The Strange Case of Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde 
also tackles these issues and raises questions 
of ethics and morality in science. 

Just like their production of The Picture of 
Dorian Gray, European Arts Company has 
added an extra element of interest with their 
staging.

WITH life-expectancy increasing 
steadily our ageing population 
makes ever greater demands on 
the state for medical care. 

The utopian dream of a National Health 
Service struggles to cope and, inevitably, 
patients are forced to consider private treat¬ 
ment to avoid the weeks, if not months, of 
distress. 

Based on the novel The Repossession 
Mambo by Eric Garcia, Repo Men is a futuris¬ 
tic thriller that takes that demand for longer, 
fuller lives to its chilling conclusion. 

Men, women and children pay to stay alive 
and when their credit runs out, the conglomer¬ 
ates that produce artificial organs take back 
their miracle goods and give them instead to 
customers with a healthier bank balance. 

Survival of the richest. 

Miguel Sapochnik’s film centres on a power¬ 
ful organisation called The Union, which is 
able to provide expensive artificial organs for 
a five-figure sum. 

Patients take out high-interest loans to 
cover the cost and if they fall three months 
behind with repayments, repossession men 
such as Remy (Jude Law) and Jake (Forest 
Whitaker) arrive unannounced to knock the 
donor unconscious with a stun-gun before 
retrieving the valuable organ. 

Rem/s work causes conflict with his wife 
Carol and young son Peter, so he considers a 
transfer to the sales team. 

For his final job, he is contracted to retrieve 
an organ from a famous musician, but the 
procedure goes wrong and Remy ends up in 
hospital requiring a artificial heart. 

‘Tou owe it to your family. You owe it to your¬ 
self,” smarms Union manager Frank. 

Unable to meet interest rates of almost 20 
per cent, Remy falls behind with repayments 
and pleads for the clemency he never showed 
any of his targets. 

“Take me out of your system,” begs Remy. 


“Give me your heart,” barks Frank. 

Marked for death, Remy goes on the run for 
his life and he meets singer Beth (Alice 
Braga), whose body is riddled with artificial 
organs and joints. 

Together, they attempt to bring down The 
Union. 

Repo Men delights in scenes of gore as Remy 
and Jake scythe open debtors and rip various 


organs from their lifeless bodies. Law con¬ 
vinces as a heartless servant of corporate fat 
cats, but there’s scant emotion in his perform¬ 
ance and the romance with Braga’s rebel 
sparks to life in the blink of an eye after Remy 
has begged forgiveness from his wife. 

Oscar-winner Whitaker perspires furiously 
as he tries to work out why he signed up to 
such substandard genre fare. 


Action scenes are heavy on slow motion to 
capture arcing arterial spray as Remy takes a 
hammer, hacksaw and knife to his pursuers. 

The film fails to keep audiences gripped and 
a final-reel twist only prolongs our boredom.

THURSDAY night comedy is back in 
vogue on the BBC with long-running 
satirical show Have I Got News For 
You in a new slot.

'‘IF I don’t come back, it’s 
probably best not to follow 
me,” our guide says, axe in 
hand, as he cautiously nav¬ 
igates the boulder of ice 
blocking our route. 

We are standing on the tongue of a 
glacier in the south of Iceland, the 
rain and fog hampering our vision 
as it hammers down. 

Jet-black volcanic ash covers the 
ice as we make our way across the 
glacier, steering clear of the many 
crevices and cracks in the ever- 
changing landscape. 

Nothing dissolves a hangover as 
fast as the need to concentrate, yet 
we are just two hours from the bars 
and restaurants of Reykjavik. 

The buzzing city centre sees the 
day’s coffee bars transformed into 
vibrant venues at night. 

All the action takes place around 
Laugavegur, the main street, with 
revellers flitting from one bar to the 
next until 5am. 

NASA, an impressive club playing 
music from disco to house, offers 
only a small stage but attracts some 
of the best live music in the country. 

The bam-like Jacobsen offers tech¬ 
no and electro beats, while the cosy 
Kaffibarinn, part-owned by Blur’s 
Damon Albam, is reputedly one of 
the coolest bars in the city. It is no 
wonder that it draws crowds from 
far and wide. 

The collapse of the Icelandic bank¬ 
ing system halved the value of the 
Icelandic krona and plunged the 
prices towards UK levels - this is 
one of the few places in Europe 
where Britons feel well off. 

And for the way home, the famous 
Baejarins Beztu hot-dog stand lies 
near the harbour with its picture of 
former US President Bill Clinton 
eating one of its finest specimens. 


However, after a night of midsum¬ 
mer madness in the land of fire and 
ice, one of the best places for a morn¬ 
ing of recovery is the Blue Lagoon. 

Feted for their healing power and 
set in a lava field, the soft, milky 
waters of the silica-rich geothermal 
spa are an inviting 39c. 

When you are ready to face the 
day, venture beyond the capital for 
the countr37’s real treasures. 

The landscape has a moon-like 
quality with the rocky, black lava 
fields surrounding our coach. 

The Solheimajokull glacier tongue, 
two hours from Reykjavik, is an 
awesome sight. 

Some eight kilometres long, the 
ever-moving block of ice, up to 600 
metres deep, is an unforgiving envi¬ 
ronment. 

Our mountain guide, Bjorgvin - 
who was carrying ropes and climb¬ 
ing gear in case of an accident - said 


the landscape was changing so 
much that each time he returned to 
it, it was different. 

The ice is retreating at a rate of 
100 metres per year as it melts, and 
strong streams draining off snow- 
fields high on the Myrdalsjokull vol¬ 
cano, undercut and erode the glacier. 

It’s no place for the unprepared. 

“It’s not a walk in the park,” said 
Bjorgvin as he checked that we 
knew how to use our kit. 

With the Arctic Circle just 25 miles 
to its north, the winter tempera¬ 
tures from October to May also 
bring the awe-inspiring Northern 
Lights - shimmering light-shows in 
the night sky. 

But with a clear, cold night - and a 
splash of luck - needed to see them, 
we knew we were out of luck. The 
incessant rain left us with rather 
more time than we had expected to 
explore the citVs nightlife to the full. 
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Malaysian brand gets 
a big Scrappage boost 

PERODUA saw new vehicle registra¬ 
tions rise a whopping 114.5 per cent 
year-on-year in March.

LAND Rover recorded its best-ever UK 
sales for March - 67 per cent up on 
March 2009 - and also saw demand soar 
43 per cent globally in the same month. 

The British-based, Indian-owned 4x4 
specialist’s MD Phil Popham said the 
increase was due to “phenomenal” 
response to the 2010 model year Range 
Rover, Range Rover Sport, Discovery 
and Freelander. 

“It is the most efficient and technologi¬ 
cally advanced line-up of vehicles Land 
Rover has ever had,” he said. 



Mazda breaks 50,000 
barrier for second time 

KENT-based Mazda UK has sold more 
than 50,000 new cars in this country 
during a year for only the second time in 
its history. 

The Mazda2 supermini was the 
compan/s top seller in the 2009/2010 
financial year, shifting 20,000 - 7,000 
more than in the previous year. 

Mazda UK MD Jeremy Thomson said: 
“What has reaUy driven our sales is a very 
healthy retail mix, with 70 per cent of tot^ 
sales to private buyers, well ahead of the 
industry average of around 55 per cent.”

RENAULT offers a load-lugging 
version of its big-selling Clio super¬ 
mini, but don’t even think about 
calling it an estate. 

It’s the Clio Sport Tourer to you and me and 
it packs 50 per cent more load space than the 
standard Clio hatch - one of the most capa¬ 
cious models in its class anyway. 

What you lose, though, is the elegance and 
French chic this spin-off should inherit by 
right from its hatchback sister. 

To be fair, the ‘supermini estate’ is one of 
the toughest styling briefs in the industry; 
superminis are pretty space-efficient anjrway 
so you have to add a bit of bulk to make an 
estate alternative worthwhile - ugliness tends 
to be an unfortunate side-effect. 

Skoda has boobed twice with successive 
Fabia load-carriers and, though early shots of 
the forthcoming Seat Ibiza estate look promis¬ 
ing, I still fear the sporty Spanish brand might 
yet deliver something mundane in the metal. 

And that’s the Clio’s problem, made all the 
worse by trying to dress it up with alloy roof 
rails and marketing hype like ‘Sport Tourer’

when it looks anything but. However, you 
can’t knock its practicality: a low 58cm rear- 
sill height eases loading heavy or bulky items; 
rear seats can be folded flat without having to 
remove the headrests and there is a compart¬ 
ment to stow the rear parcel cover when not 
in use. 

Prices start from £12,575, but our car was 
the flagship £16,085 D3mamique 86bhp 
1.5-litre diesel with inbuilt TomTom sat-nav 
system and generous spec - but starting to 
look expensive at this sort of money. 

I’m a big fan of Renault’s willing diesels, but 
the extra cabin space of the Sport Tourer 
allows a lot of booming intrusion from both the 
engine and the road. 

And while cabin trimming is quite smart in 
places, a luxurious leather-clad wheel and alloy 
highlights cannot disguise the fact that the 
materials were sourced for the more humble 
Clio models. As usual, I also found Renault’s 
sound system needlessly complicated. 

The standard Clio driving dynamics are good, 
with a fine balance of handling and comfort, 
though the car’s styling does not quite have the 
‘mini-lifestyle estate’ image that Renault 
wants that Sport Tourer label to suggest.

Homeowners look 
to improve rather 
than move house 

HOME improvement has come back into 
fashion due to a lull in large-scale activ¬ 
ity in the housing market, say analysts. 

John Drerman, director at builders’ 
merchant Buildbase, also pointed out 
that enquiries for landscaping and exte¬ 
rior renovation had risen as well. 

Another trend he noted was the 
increase in demand for plant hire. He 
said: “Large contractors are thinking 
Why spend capital to buy plant machin¬ 
ery?’ and they are actually hiring it.” 

He agreed that sustainability was 
important and everyone was interested 
in what they could do. 

Mr Drerman pointed to rainwater-har¬ 
vesting and using solar power as ways of 
reducing a carbon footprint. 

His comments came after the 
Conservative Party announced details of 
its Rebuilding Security proposal to offer 
households up to £6,500 worth of ener¬ 
gy-efficiency improvements. 

Earlier this month, the British 
Property Federation became the 22nd 
member of a coalition calling for VAT to 
be reduced on housing improvements. 

Authority calls for 
mortgage limits to 
restrain market 

THE Financial Services Authority 
claims that restricting mortgage rates 
could help prevent a boom-and-bust cul¬ 
ture in the housing market. 

ESA boss Lord Adair Turner proposed 
introducing “maximum limits on loan-to- 
value ratios” to curb asset price-bubbles 
in commercial or residential real estate. 

However, the suggestions have been 
criticised by Bernard Clarke, communi¬ 
cations manager for the Council Of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

He said: We don’t think that that’s an 
appropriate approach - we think it’s a 
blunt tool in terms of addressing the real 
sources of consumer detriment.” 

Mr Clarke noted that the Council Of 
Mortgage Lenders does not favour cred¬ 
it control because of the risks it poses in 
excluding some consumers, who would 
not be able to access to a mortgage even 
though they could sustain the commit¬ 
ment.

Reasons to be cheerful, 
with buyers trading up 


MOST of the people who want to 
move house are looking for bigger 
property, suggesting that con¬ 
sumers feel increasingly confident 
about the housing market, accord¬ 
ing to a recent study by estate 
agents. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
reported that 78 per cent of its members said 
the key reason potential buyers and sellers 
gave for moving was a desire to buy a bigger 
home. 

The figure contrasted with research carried 
out last year, which showed a rising demand 
for smaller properties. 

This meant an upsurge in interest in fiats 
but fewer people wanting to buy four-bedroom 
detached homes. 

Encouraging 

The group said the resurgence in people 
looking to trade up the property ladder added 
to evidence that the housing slump was easing 
and the market was becoming more buoyant. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
NAEA, said: “The fact that there has been an 
increase in the number of people moving to a 
larger property suggests the UK is slowly 
emerging from the economic downturn. 

“This may also be attributed to increased 
mortgage availability, which is encouraging 
news for the property industry.” 

The group, which asked 1,000 estate agents 
to cite the top three reasons people gave for 
wanting to buy or sell a home, also found that 
58 per cent of agents said moves were being 
driven by people getting divorced, while 27 per 
cent cited getting a new job as a reason for 
moving.

But 41 per cent of estate agents said that 
needing to repay debt was a major factor forc¬ 
ing homeowners to sell their property, while 39 
per cent said their clients were buying or sell¬ 
ing a home following a family death. 

Optimism in the market is at a two-and-a- 
half-year high, with four out of five expecting 
prices to increase in the next six months, 
according to a survey from property website 
Zoopla.co.uk, with the average increase pre¬ 
dicted at 5.7 per cent. 

‘With the bad weather behind us and the 
recent stamp-duty relief introduced for first¬ 
time buyers, confidence in the property mar¬ 
ket has bounced back well,” said the firm’s 
commercial director, Nicholas Leeming. 

Meanwhile, the latest index from Halifax 
shows that property prices bounced back in 
March, rising by 1.1 per cent, having fallen in 
February. 

It is the eighth rise in the past nine months, 
taking the average price to 9.1 per cent above 
the low point reached in April last year. 

The increase partly offsets Februarys 1.6 
per cent fall and takes the average value of a 
home to £168,521. 

This is 0.6 per cent higher than in the final 
quarter of 2009, compared with a 3.6 per cent 
rise between the third and fourth quarters of 
last year. 

But Halifax economist Martin Ellis said this 
pointed towards a slowdown in house-price 
growth. 

He said that a rise in the number of proper¬ 
ties for sale was beginning to reduce the 
imbalance between supply and demand and 
was therefore likely to constrain the upward 
pressure on house prices.

Clean up your act for safer home 



SPRING-cleaning your house this year could 
make it safer for all who live there, say safety 
experts. 

Storing large amounts of flammable materi¬ 
al such as newspapers and cardboard can pose 
a substantial fire risk to your home, Kent Fire 
And Rescue Service is warning. 

The advice is to keep such items to a mini¬ 
mum to help reduce the chances and effects of 
fire. Kent Fire And Rescue Service is also urg¬ 
ing people to be good citizens and offer to help 
other family members - and especially older 
people - dispose of any household rubbish 
they may have accumulated. 

Stuart Skilton, head of community fire safe¬ 
ty, said: “Should you have a fire in your home, 
the presence of large amounts of flammable 


material such as newspaper will mean that 
the fire will spread at a much faster rate. 

“Our advice is to keep your home environ¬ 
ment rubbish-free and to keep escape routes 
and doorways unblocked at all times. 

“However, when throwing rubbish out, make 
sure you store it sensibly so it does not present 
a fire risk while it awaits collection. 

“We also cannot over-emphasise the impor¬ 
tance of having working smoke-alarms fitted 
in your home to allow early detection in case of 
fire. 

“It is vital that you maintain your smoke- 
alarms and test the battery once a week to 
ensure they can be relied upon. 

“Regular vacuuming around smoke-alarms 
is also recommended.”
